The Passing Show

There are still optimists in the world. 

An American writer, Nathaniel Peffer, in a 
new book “Must We Fight In Asia?” answers 
his own question in the affirmative. He reasons 
that though American mercantile investments 
are only $200,000,000—a sum that would be 
spent in the first two weeks 
of a war—that United States 
is committed to “a perilous 
position in the most turbulent 
quarter of the globe” because 
of its attitude over Manchu- 


kuo, from which it cannot 
recede. 
Mr. Peffer goes on to 


assert—regretting the nature 
of his conclusions —that if 
United States goes to war 
with Japan, United States 
will be forced to become an Asiatic power. He 
Says that the war will end with United States 
in possession of Manchukuo, just as the Span- 
ish-American war left United States in pos- 
session of the Phillipines. It must be wonder- 
ful to be able to see a parallel between effete 
Spain and its far-off possession in the Pacific 
and a powerful modern nation like Japan in 
possession of a great country like Manchukuo, 
whose approaches it guards. 

The building of a huge U.S. army air base 
in the Hawaiian Islands, the holding of the 
present fleet manoeuvres in the Hawaiian tri- 
angle. Increased fortifications in the Pacific, 
increase of the naval force to 110,000 officers 
and men, building of warships to the full treaty 
limit, plus the refusal to allow Japan to arm to 
an equality with itself, all frighten and arouse 
the inflamed Japanese people and al point to 
the near approach of war on the Pacific. But 
this picture of the defeat of the Japanese navy 
in its own waters 500 miles away from a U.S. 
base and the seizure and settlement of Man- 
chukuo by U.S. troops stamps the writer as a 
dangerous optimist.

MONDAY — Breakfast: 
Coddled eggs; Melba toast; 
Stewed prunes. Lunch: 
Steamed artichoke, served 
with butter; Sliced cucum- 
bers with lIgttuce. Dinner: 
Lima bean loaf; Cooked spin- 
ach and parsley; Grated raw 
carrot salad; Small dish of 
Dr. F. McCoy Junket. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Wholewheat muffins; 
Peanut butter; Stewed figs. Lunch: Fresh as- 
paragus on toast. Dinner: Spring soup; Flank 
steak with vegetables, boiled; Chopped cabbage 
and celery salad; Pineapple whip. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: French Omelet; 
Melba toast; Stewed raisins. Lunch: Stewed 
corn; Raw spinach and celery salad. Dinner: 
Broiled mutton chops; Buttered beets; String 
beans; Head lettuce with olive oil dressing; 
Stewed apricots. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Baked stuffed apple 
with cream. Lunch: Potato soup; String bean 
salad. Dinner: Roast beef; Carrots roasted with 
meat; Buttered asparagus; Crisp celery; 
Peaches (canned halves) with a dash of whip- 
ped cream. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Toasted 
cereal biscuits; Stewed apricots. Lunch: Salad 
of tomatoes, lettuce and cucumbers. Dinner: 
Baked sea bass; Baked stuffed tomatoes; But- 
tered parsnips; Lettuce and watercress salad; 
Jello or Jell-Well. 


SATURDAY—Breakfast: Breadcrumb break- 
fast food. Lunch: Salad of tomatoes, lettuce 
and cucumbers. Dinner: Broiled steak with 
mushrooms; Cooked greens; Salad of chopped 
raw cabbage with bits of pimiento; Minced 
prunes in gelatin. 

*BOILED NEW POTATOES with PARS- 
LEY BUTTER SAUCE: Scrape potatoes and 
drop in boiling water. The time depends upon 
the size and kind of potatoes. Usually 30 min- 
utes will be sufficient, but the test is to pierce 
the potato with a steel fork. If it goes in take | 
the potatoes out. Put in colander over boiling 
water, cover with a napkin for a few minutes 
to absorb the moisture. 

Prepare parsley butter sauce by melting a 
piece of butter the size of an egg over a slow 
flame, add a level] tablespoonful of finely chop- 
ped parsley and a teaspoonful of finely chopped 
celery leaves. Pour over the potatoes just be- 
fore serving.

THE RAILWAY PROBLEM 
Editor Bulletin: While regret- 
I can nevertheless under- 


ting it, 
stand western sentiment in ve- 
lation to the railway problem. 


The people of the western 


provinces are opposed to unifica- 
because they see in it the 
of a monopoly in the 
the Canadian Pacific; 
and that arouses ancient pre- 
judices, based on ancient ex- 
periences. I have not the remotest 
interest in the Canadian Pacific 
nor its part in this matter, but 
I have a very sincere desire to 
see Canada saved from disaster. 
I look at unification simply as a 
means to an end. If there is no 
other way of reaching that end, 
we must all bow to the pressure 
of a vital necessity. In that spirit, 
and after examining the matter 
judicially, I really cannot see 
any insuperable objection to un- 
ification. It may not be what we 
would like; but at its worst it is 
infinitely better than national 
bankruptcy. The prime minister 
has told us it means that, and 
every head of our banking 
system has given us the same in- 
sistent warning. Let us look at 
the facts

the railway deficit 
was $85,501,273, as shown by the 
official statement. If that loss 
stood by itself, it would be a 
very serious matter. It happens 
however, to be but one in an un- 
broken series since 1918, the total 
of which now exceeds a billion 
dollars. Every penny of that 
frightful sum is interest-bearing, 
and on a compound basis. Coin- 


cidently, the railway on its own 
account has added another bil- 
lion, and much more, to interest- 


bearing liability. No rational man 
who has the capacity to face facts 
could believe we shall be able to 
stand that frightful drain on our 
resources much longer. In fact, 
we could not possibly stand it for 
another five years Nevertheless, 
it will continue unless we take 
adequate steps to stop it. 

The challenge is to our com- 
mon sense and willingness to 
compromise; that is, to bring the 
same reasoned judgment to bear 
on this matter that we would 
apply to a similar situation in our 
private affairs. We would first 
make sure of the cause of our 
trouble, In this instance the cause 
stands out as clear as noonday. It 
is our insane effort to operate too 
many miles of railway in a terri- 
tory which has but so much busi- 
ness to offer. Each system par- 
allels the other. The result is 
enormous waste and ruinous de- 
ficits. Liability is out of all 
proportion to earning power, The 

Canadian taxpayer has to pay the 
bill 

If that is a sound diagnosis, 
then the remedy becomes im- 
mediately obvious. It is to reduce 
the situation to economic sound- 
ness, which means the throwing 
of the two competing systems to- 
gether under sound, rather than 
political, management. By the 
elimination of all unnecessary 
trackage, and the setting up of a 
new system based on the trans- 
portation needs of the country, 
a saving,of $75,000.000 a year 
would be brought about. I have 
gone into the matter very care- 
fully, with considerable training 
in railway economics to guide 
me, and unhesitatingly endorse 
that estimate, In that way, and in 
that way only, our terrifying 
problem would be solved. No 
community would lose carrying 
facilities, the resulting monopoly 
would be harmless, and railway 
labor would be adequately taken 
care of by means of a temporary 
and relatively inexpensive pen- 
sioning scheme pending re- 


absorption.

THE WAR LOANS 

Editor Bulletin: In your issue of 
April 30th, Mr. Herbert C. Boyd 
criticizes Mr. Duggan for state- 
ments made by him in a recent 
radio address on the money quest- 
ion. Among other things, he 
quotes Sir Thomas White, in his 
remarking that the people of 
Canada had subscribed a greater 
amount of money than Canada 
possessed, and still had plenty to 
go on doing business with. Then 
he undertakes to explain the 
method by saying: “The banks 
dipped into the Social Credit of 
Canada with a liberal hand, creat- 
ed the money for war purposes, 
lent it to the government at in- 
terest, and charged it up to the 
government as national debt.” 
This would be very terrible if it 
had happened, but fortunately, 
nothing of the sort happened. 

Mr. White's were the words cf 2 
man who felt justified in noting 
the patriatism of a people who 
gave twice as miuch credit, in 
dollars or units of credit, in time 
of stress to the government, as 


there were actual current dol- 
lars or units of credit, in exist- 
ence, Herein appears the diffi- 
culty with many people. They 
confuse “credit,” which merely 
represents “value,” “dollar” cur- 
rency; whereas credit, and value, 


and dollars and currency are en- 
tirely different things, and serve 
quite different purposes. 

Value is produced by labor, and 
without labor no value can be 
produced, Value lies in a plow 
that John Smith builds for Bill 
Brown. When Bill Brown pays 
John Smith for the plow value, 
he, in reality hands over to John 
Smith, the representative of value, 
namely “credit,” which credit may 
be measured out by Mr. Brown 
in dollar and cent units or meas- 
urement. John Smith may then 
either put his acquired credit in 
the bank, or he may exchange it 
with some one else for value in 
some other article. Dollars and 
cents are mere units or measures 
of credit, and credit in turn is 
nothing more than a represent- 
ative of value. Without value 
there ‘can be no credit, and for 
the convenience of men, credit 
may be divided or cut up into 
dollar units for currency pur- 
poses, under our decimal system 
of currency. To carry analogy to 
extremes, Mr. Boyd may take a 
pen, costing but a few cents, and 
measure off his credit in the 
bank, into small amounts on 
cheques up to, say a thousand dol- 
lars, but he doesn't require a 
thousand pens or measures to do 
it with 

Let's take a 
loan that Mr. 


look at this war 
Boyd regards with 
such suspicion, Sir Thomas White 
was elated when making the 
statement attributed to him. It is 
to be noted that he laid no blame 
on the banks for the evil thing 
they are accused of by Mr. Boyd, 
because Sir Thomas knew very 
much better than that. 

What really did happen in the 
case of the war loan, was this, 
and nothing more, The govern- 
ment asked the people of Can- 
ada, not the banks, for a certain 
amount of credit, which in dol- 
lar measure, amounted to say 
$500,000,000 (or whatever the 
amount). For the convenience of 
the small investor, the amounts 
for which the bonds called, were 
graded down to $100, for the 
larger investors the bonds were 
larger, All the peeple were urged 
to buy, and about all that could 
afford it, did buy. The banks, and 
other financial houses were kept, 
or held back till all the private, 


and small investors had first 
chance; then, and not till then, 
were the bids of the financial 


houses considered 


Jo paying for the bonds so 


bought, the buyers did not go 
dodging about hunting up dollar, 
or ten dollar bills or currency of 
any sort. They merely took pens, 
and measured, or marked off, 
each on his own little cheque, the 
amount, or measure of credit that 
he was required to deliver for his 
bond. The banks, and other 
financial houses, did exactly the 
same thing with their credit, in 
buying their bonds. They created 
no money, nor did they dip into 
the “social” credit of Canada, for 
there is no such thing as “social” 
credit. Credit is about the most 
unsocial thing in the world, for it 
represents value, and value is the 
result of labor, and sweat, and self 
denial, and stern, hard living 
Incidentally Canada’s currency 
was not affected one t, for the 
government neither asked for cur- 
rency nor got it. What the gov- 
ernment asked for, and got, was 
so much credit, as measured out, 
according to our dollar measure, 
which is our credit yard stick
